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DETAILED ACTION 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/12/2006 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 



3. Claim 12 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 17 and 18, directed to the species of 
figures 3 and 14 (species II and VII respectively) are no longer withdrawn from consideration 
since all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of 
an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

4. Claims 12 and 14-22 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 12 and 20 have been amended to include the limitation that the 
second illumination light has a peak wavelength between a first edge wavelength and a 
second edge wavelength of the wave combining element (see the specific claim 
language). This specific relationship between the peak wavelength of the second 
illumination light and the wave combining unit along with all the other limitations of the 
claims was not found in the prior art and accordingly claims 12 and 20 are allowed. 
Claims 14-19, 21, and 22 are dependent on either claim 12 or 20 directly or indirectly and 
are therefore also allowable due to at least there dependency on the allowed independent 
claims.
